$40,000,000 CLAIM BY 
JEWS 


Heirless Property and 
Compensation 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Austrian. Government,» it is 
learned, is. to be asked ‘to pay 
$40,000,000 (about £14.200,000) to a 
Jewish fund as a “ global” payment 
for heirless Jewish property in Austria. 

It will also be requested to intro- 
duce legislation providing for compen- 
sation to Jewish victims of Nazism for 
loss of liberty, health, and property 
which cannot be traced, and repay- 
ment of discriminatory levies and 
taxes imposed on Austrian Jews. 
~ Detailed Jewish claims will be prepared 
by a committee of experts established 
recently in Paris at a meeting of leaders 
of the American Jewish Committee. the 
American Joint Distribution Committee, 
the Jewish Agency, and the World Jewish 
Congress. These organisations have 
worked together in Austria for the past 
four years and have now decided, with 
the approval of Austrian Jewry, to submit 
a joint claim to the Austrian authorities. 


No British Representation 


Although there are believed to be 
between [0.000 and 12,000 formér Aus- 
trian Jews. in Britain, tt is understood 
that the question of British representa- 
tion on the body to be set up to negotiate 
with the Austrians was not. discussed at 
the recent meeting in Paris. The organi- 
sations which attended the Paris confer- 
ence maintain that they represent 95 per 
cent of the 140,000 Jews who escaped 
from Austria orf were forced to emigrate. 

The Jewish organisations plan to, allo- 
cate’ a substantial part of any funds 
received from Austria to the 13.000 Jews 
in that country, so as to enable them 
to rebuild their communal life. — The 
40.000 former Austrian Jews in Israel will 
also benefit from the scheme, while part 
of the balance will be devoted to assisting 
needy Austrian Jews in Britain and other 
countries and for rehabilitation and 
resettlement schemes. 


SOCIALIST OPPOSITION 


According to J.T.A. reports from> 


Vienna, Dr. Fig) said this week. that 
it was easier for the Germans to settle 
the reparations problem. because the 
entire income from the special taxes 
imposed on Jews by the Nazis had 
remained in Germany. He maintained 
that property stolen from .Austrian 


_ Jews had not been handed over to the 


Austrian authorities. 

He was convinced, however, that the 
reparations problem would be settled, 
as the Jews were “ not demanding the 
impossible ” and had now decided to 
submit a joint claim. He added: “* We 
do not-want to enrich ourselves. with 
the property of citizens of. ‘other 
States.. However, we can return only 
such property as 1s still available 
not. money. or jewellery which 
disappeared.” 

Although the Chancellor has expressed 
willingness to begin talks with the Jews, 
the Social Democratic. Party appear to 
be opposed to the payment. of repara- 
tions. Dr. Adolf Schaerf, the Vice- 


. Chancellor and leader of the Party, said 


this week that. under existing legislation, 
no talks could be held at this time on 
the question of heirless Jewish property. 
He claimed that 12,000 Austrian Jews 
in Israel had refused Israeli’ citizenship 
and. contended that these people might 
return to Austria and have to be sup- 
ported by the authorities. 

Dy, Schaerf pointed out, too, that many 
Austrian Jews had intermarried or 
declared themselves non-Jews and, he 
said, it was doubtful whether their 
property could be regarded as Jewish. 

Should Austria decide to pay repara- 
tions to the Jews, he added, the money 
should be given to the Jewish community 


in Austria, which was. composed mainly 


of aged and needy people, and not to 
foreign Jewish organisations.

TALKS 


General Zionists

JERUSALEM 

Befure leaving Jerusalem. for an 
eight-day holiday at Herzliya this 
week, Mr. Ben-Gurion had two long 
meetings with General Zionist leaders 
on the question of broadening the 
Coahtion Government. 

The talks are believed to. have been. 
concerned solely with policy questions 
and not with the allocation of port- 
folios. The Premier, it 1s felt here, will 
take his time before deciding how to 
strengthen. his Government. It .is 
pointed out that the Knesset will not 
meet again until next month, and even 
then Mr. Ben-Gurion will not -be 
required to take a decision, since the 
Opposition parties cannot muster 
sufficient support to pass a vote of 
“ no-confidence ~ in the Government. 

In view of resolutions -approved = on 
a meeting of the Central 
Committee of the Poale- Agudat. fsraci, 
it is believed here that the party 1s now 
prepared to discuss the possibility of tis 
rejoining the Government. The resolu- 
tions expressed regret that the Party's 
resignation. from. the Government had 
been made necessary and claimed that the 
Party was a “ Strong constructive partner 
in the building up of the State,” 

While on holiday Mr. Ben-Gurion will 
have talks with Rabbi Miller, President 
of the Zionist Organrsation of America.

U.S.A. ORTHODOX JEWS 
WARN ISRAEL

A resolution expressing the profound 


consternation of Orthodox Jews in. the 


United States at what was described as the 
“ systematic attack on the fundamental 
tenets of ‘the Jewish religion ”’ in Israel, 
was adopied at a meeting arranged here 
last week by the Agudas Israel Organisa- 
tion and the Agudas Harabbonim. 

The meeting, attended by 5,000 
persons, authorised the Agudas Harab- 
bonim to make a protest to the Israeh 
Government against the “ attacks on the 
Torah and. requesting a change of 
policy. If no satisfactory reply ts 
received, Orthodox Jews here will oppose 
fund-raising campaigns conducted in the 
U:S.A. on behalf of Israel and launch 
an independent campaign, it was stated. 

The Israeli Office of Information here 
has issued a. statement denying the 
charges made at the meeting. 


GERMANY’S REPLY TO ARAB

BONN 


The West German Federal Govern- 


ment has issued a statement through 
its official information organ, the 
* Bulletin,” apparently intended as a 
reply to Arab uneasiness over the 
question of reparations payments by 


the Germans to Israel. 


The financial obligation which the 


Germans had undertaken, the statement. 


said, was not political action for the 
benefit of Israel, but a moral and humane 
action intended to benefit the surviving 
victims of Nazism. 

By paying reparations the Germans 
desire to atone in part for the great debt 
incurred by the Nazi régime, even though 
the payments would further increase the 


burden on Western Germany's economy. 


But the Reparations Agreement with 
Israel would not be exploited to the detri- 
ment of other countries. 

Several Arab States had expressed 
anxiety about the Agreement, which, the 
statement said, could not be regarded as 
a political weapon aimed at the Arab 


countries. with which Western Germany 
was determined to foster and extend 
friendly relations. 

Western Germany, the statement con- 
cluded, was anxious to strengthen the 
friendly bonds with the Arab States in 
the political and economic fields. The 
establishment of German diplomatic mis- 
sions in these countries would, it was 
hoped, improve considerably the rela- 
tions between the countries concerned,

M Lies declared that a serious 
warning should be tssued from -the Con- 
ference against the plan to send 
arms to the Arab.

BY MAPAI LEADER 


Reasons for Resignation 
A Pretext”

The Israeli Government crisis 
caused by the resignation of the 
Agudist Ministers will not lead to new 
elections ; it will be resolved within 
the present Knesset, declared Mr. 
Jacob S. Schapiro, a Mapai leader, 
this week. He was paying a short 
Visit to this country on his way back 
from Switzerland, where he attended, 
as a member of the Knesset delegation, 
the recent conference of the Inter- 


Parliamentary. Union.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE SYMBOL OF THE SUCCAH 


HE festival of Tabernacles 

points to that important 

moment in the history of 
civilisation when man ceased to be 
a nomad wandering through the 
steppes which provided pastures for 
his sheep. Our Holy Scripture 
retains the whole story of this 
change, which made man at home 
on the land and in the city. The 
simplicity in the period, when tents, 
and not houses of brick and mortar, 
were the dwelling places of man, 
had its impact on religious life. In 
the quiet and stillness of the steppes, 
man as shepherd was not distracted 
from contemplating the eternal 
religious questions. 

Civilisation, with its variety of 
life, distract man from what ‘is 
essential to him. Happy. with all 
the amenities of civilisation, man 
may forget God. Man may even 
misunderstand civilisation as a 
realm where God's law has. no 
relevance. The prophet. Hosea 
preached against this grave mistake 
which our ancestors. were in danger 
of committing. They thought: We 


worshipped the of Abraham, - 


Isaac, and Jacob when we were with 


our sheep in the steppes, but now 


we have the harvest of the culti- 
vated land to which civilisation has 
taught us to apply the plough ; now 
we live in houses and not in tents : 
who 1s the Lord of our new, splen- 
did world? Is it the God of the 
past ages or is it another God, ‘the 
God whom those around us worship 
under the name of Baal ? 


OSEA gave the answer:. the God 


of the past, with its. simple life; 


is the God of this, new life too, which 
may. be more complicated and more 
extensive, but which ts still. based on 
the principle which our -ancestors 
understood as the law given to man 
by God. God and other ‘is the

Should not those who live in the 
happiness of ordered life do every-

Israel. Ihe spirit of enthusiasm is 
still prevailing there. It is a spirit 


of hope that the future will be bright, 
when the country is built up and peace 
restored with its neighbours. 

But at the moment these hopes are 
no more than hopes. It is the task 
of the Diaspora to help Israel. The 
wonderful spirit. of enthusiasm must 
not be allowed to break down becatise 
of the amount of: suffering, the lack.

Dr. Eliakim Gotthold Weil, the 
Semitic and Islamic scholar, 1s at 
present engaging in research in this 
country at the Bodleian Library, 
Oxford, the British Museum, and else- 
where. 

Born in Berlin 70 years ago, Dr. 
Weil became a lecturer at the Berlin 
and Frankfort Universities and

Dr. Weil told me that the School for 
Oriental Studies: was divided into four 
sections which dealt respectively with 
Semitic languages.

A Living Subject 


The. fundamental difference between 
Oriental studies in Eurone or America 
and those at the Hebrew University, he

EPSTEIN EXHIBITION AT THE TATE 


Retrospective Show 


At last Jacob Epstein has his due 
in representative exhibition 
organised by the Arts Council at the 
Tate Gallery. And it is a genuinely 
retrospective exhibition, starting with 
an exquisite little “Head of an 
Infant” which he modelled in 1907, 
when he was 27 years old, two years 
after he came to London and the year 
he received his commission to carve 
figures for the new building of the 
British Medical Association. 

Portrait commissions soon followed, 
and among the early ones here are the 


Mrs. Epstein 
Tate Gallery's own 
’* Mrs. McEvoy.” and the Rodinesque 
Mrs. Clifton.” The earliest carving ‘1s 
the Doves.’. of 1913, clear 
vision of form composed of. volumes 
inherently right in their relationship; and 
in the same year, -when was flirting 
with Vorticism, came the bronze ** Rock 
Drill.”. which was as near to symbolic 
formalism as this most reahst of artists 
ever went. In his own words: ** 1 made 
a machine-like robot, visored, menacing, 
and. carrying within «itself, 1s progeny, 
protectively ensconced.

realism. aS a ‘sculptor dare go. It is not 
the least remarkable tribute to Epsiein’s 
discipline that, with all> his: emotional 
power, he has never overstepped the line 
of sculptural propriety.

Neither his marble Venus nor his 
bronze Christ’ were available for this 
exhibition, but there is his carving of 
“Two Arms” (“the hand of woman 
resting tenderly in the hand of man”), 
which shows that he could be massive 
and sensitive at the same time, Famous 
portraits follow—Dolores, Cunningham 
Grahame, Joseph Conrad, Rabindranath 
Tagore, Paul Robeson. And then the 
bronze figure, “ The Visitation,” which 
eschews the emphasis of the ‘* Weeping 
Woman” and achieves a perfect fusion 
of sculptural-ideals and emotional treat- 
ment. 

Of his large carvings, ** Genesis ”’ alone 
is shown here. After twenty years it 


can now be seen more :dispassionately. 
Having lost. its. shock value it stands as 
a sausfying representation of the most 
powerful of forces. 

Ihe remaining years. are represented 
by the already historic’ portraits of 
Einstein, Shaw, Haile Selassie, Vaughan 
Willams, and Somerset. Maugham, and 
by some of his most beautiful busts of 
women, notably Isobel,” perhaps 
Epstein’s greatest achievement in the 
baroque. His full-length bronzes,. Girl 
with the Gardenias and Lucifer.’ are 
here: so are the powerful figures for the 
uncompleted composition “Slave Hold”: 
and the maquette for the new * 
and Child,” to be erected in Cavendish

In short. this exhibition, denied, 
was bound to be, many of his most 
important carvings, provides a magni- 
ficent procession’ of Epsteim’s models, 
from the smooth surfaces. of 1907 to 
the fluent bravura of 1951, and reinforces 
the judgment: that he is a great artist.

FREUD AND BELIEF IN GOD 


By CHARLES SANDFORD 


‘44 question whether belief in 
God can ‘be reconciled with 
psycho-analytic theory formed 
the subject of two talks by Mr. 
Brian. Farrell, Wilde Reader in 
Mental Philosophy at Oxford Uni- 
versity, on the B.B.C. recently. — 
it is necessary when considering 
this subject to draw a distinction 
between the theory of psycho- 
analysis and the personality of its 
famous originator, Professor Sig- 
mund Freud. Freud himself was an 
atheist: this is made abundantly 
clear in many of his works. “Ido 
not believe,” he writes in “ Moses 
and Monotheism,” that one 
supreme great God * exists ; to-day, 
but | believe that in primeval times 


there was one person who must 


needs appear gigantic and who, 
raised to the status of a deity, 
returned to the memory of men.” 

Yet. despite his disbelief, Freud 
remained consciously identified with 
the Jewish people. In the preface 
to the Hebrew translation of 
“Totem and Taboo” (published in 
1939) he writes: 

“No reader of [the Hebrew version of] 


this book will find it easy to put himself - 


in the emotional position of an author 
who is ignorant of the langauge of holy 
writ, who is completely estranged from 
the religion’ of his fathers—as. well -as 
from every other religion—and who can- 
not take a share in nationalist ideas, but 
who has yet never repudiated his people, 
who feels that he is in his essential nature 
3 Jew and who has no desire to alter that 
naiure. If the question were put to him: 
Since you have abandoned all these 
common characteristics of your country- 
men, what is there left to you that is 
Jewish? ’ he would reply: ‘A very great 
deal, and probably its very essence.’ ”’ 


What is a Jew ? 


This is not the place to attempt to 
wive the problem—a. question to 
which Freud himself admitted he had 
no answer-——what is a Jew? That 
Freud was not religiously a Jew ‘is 


obvious from his denial of the exist- 


ence of God. The question is whether 
we can consider the great volume of 
theory he put before us apart from 
the personal (and largely emotional) 
attitude of the author towards reli- 
gion. | think we can, just as we can 
appreciate the valuable scientific work 
o Sir Oliver Lodge without neces- 
sarily accepting his views on spiritu- 
ism. Phenomena can be examined 
and conclusions drawn from them 
without relevance to the religious 
deliefs or disbeliefs of the investigator. 
Newton's mathematical discoveries 
wit stand for all time: they are in no 
Way Vitiated by his mystical specula- 
‘ions on the subject of the Prophecies 
Daniel, 

The cynic’s aphorism that “man 
made God in his own image” is, 
Properiy understood, neither. untrue 
hor irreverent. Jt means only that 
Man attributes to the Creator those 
wuaihes that he finds, or would like 
0 find, in himself. It is, in other 
sords. an epigrammatic version of the 
ruism that man has a tendency to 
éntiropomorphism, 


The Father Image

Freud calls ambivalent—he is both 
loved and hated by the child, who at 


the same time values his protection 
and seeks to escape «from his. 


The overwhelming consensus of 
opinion among anthropologists is that 
primitive man’s attitude towards his 
god was nearly identical with his atti- 
tude to his father. This is evidenced 
by a mass of material drawn from 
myth and legend, in particular the 
myth of the dying god (fully described 
in Frazer's “Golden Bough” and 
other works). The god—often in his 
human incarnation as king or priest— 
was at the same time loved and hated; 
sometimes he was ceremonially killed. 
The Jews are an ancient people, and 
it would not be surprising to find that 
their early conception of God was, to 


some extent coloured by these almost. 


universal tendencies. . among _ the 
peoples in contact with whom. they 
lived, | 

Belief and Reality 


It is, however, important to main- 
tain the distinction between belief and 
reality, between concept and actual 
existence. While it is true that I am 
not the person my infant son sees in 
me—that I am not omnipotent and 
neither so despotic nor (I fear) so 
beneficent as he supposes—that in no 
way implies any doubt of my. peing. 
Although I am. not the father he 
envisages, 1 am yet his father. 

The parallel may be. extended to 
religious belief. 
and many of man’s beliefs about Him 
may be mistaken. But so far from 
disproving His existence this fact does 
not even cast doubt on it. 

Freud was primarily a scientist 
rather than a philosopher: in other 
words, he was concerned with the 
question “how” rather than with the 
question why.” In many of his 
books, particularly jn “Totem and 
Taboo” and in “ The Future of an 
Illusion,” he concerned himself with 


the question of How man came to: 


believe in gods and ultimately in the 
One God. But the way in which one 
arrives at a belief is irrelevant to the 
validity of that belief. It 1s even pos- 
sible to arrive at the right result for 
the wrong reasons. 

Judaism is not the oldest religion 
in the world. and man believed in gods 
before he was ready to acknowledge 
the One God. And when God revealed 


Himself to Moses, the Jewish concep- | 


tion of Him must have been coloured 
by earlier concepts of the gods of the 
heathen. One may perhaps hazard the 
guess that when we are told that Israel 
strayed after strange gods, what is 
really implied. is that they reverted to 
a more primitive and less exalted con- 
ception of Him. - 
A Dynamic Faith 


Mr. Farrell in his very able broad- 
cast addresses drew an analogy--to my 
mind not a very satisfactory one— 
between belief in God and. belief in 
fairies. This comparison ignores the 
vital point that belief in God. is a 
dynamic belief. If it could be scienti- 
fically proved. (as Conan = Doyle, 
among others. tried to show) that 
fairies have an objective existence, this 
would certainly be an_ interesting 
addition to our sum of knowledge. 
But it would not to any appreciable 
extent alter our conduct. Because God 
is, therefore certain actions ‘are 
incumbent on us and certain others 
are prohibited. But the supposititious 
existence of fairies would not afiect 
us in this wav: it would have no 
ethical connotation. : 

Man’s need for God—wholly apart 
from the existence of God—is an 
ethical need. We must have a reason 
for lines of conduct that are not of 
obvious practical benefit. And it is 
this aspect of God, as the Categorical 
Imperative, that provides the whole 
basis of our morality. 

To sum up. Freud was himself, as 
an individual, an atheist. But that does 
not invalidate or even (except perhaps 
indirectly) affect his theories. Belief 
in God is something outside the range 
of science, as every real scientist will 
admit. It is a fact that blue litmus 
turns red when it is immersed in acid ; 
that is a scientific, not a theological, 
statement. If blue litmus turned green 
or yellow, that phenomenon would 
have no moral or spiritual implica- 
tions. It would not be ethically 
dynamic.

MAKING DESERTS 
FERTILE 


Work of Israeli Scientists 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Israeli scientists are closely. asso- 
ciated with the international efforts. to 
win the race against famine by restor- 
ing fertility to the deserts which cover 
one-quarter of the land surface of the 
globe. 

Two of these scientists. Professor 
L. Picard, Director of the Geological 
Institute. Jerusalem, and Dr. Hugo 
Boyko, Chief. Ecologist, Israeli Minis- 
try of Agriculture. attended the 
conference of Unesco’s Advisory 
Committee on Arid Zone Research, 
held at the Royal Society in London, 
during the week. | 

Research work on the arid zones—these 
ate the regions where, from an ‘agricul- 
tural point of view, the rainfall is not 
sufficient for crop. production~—has 
Unesco, 
and apart from Israel, the only other 
Middle Eastern country to be represented 
on the Advisory Commitice is Egypt. 


Co-operation with Arabs 


Professor Picard praised the Commitice 
as one of the most active and practica! 
agencies of Unesco. He also told me 
that as political frontiers did not coin- 
cide with natural ones, most of the desert 
problems of Israel were ‘identical with 
those of the Arab States, In fact, the 
research work on arid zones was perhaps 
the only field where Israelis and Arabs 
worked without any discord or friction. 

Israel, he said; had. already to its 
credit great experience and, indeed. 
achievements in the sphere of discovering 
ground water in desert areas—the lates!

It is interesting to note that if the 
salaries of the civil servants are raised 
the pensions will automatically be raised, 
even for those who have already retired, 
according to the increase of the grade in 
which they retired. Those who retire 
with under five years’ service will receive 
a grant, while those retirifig for health 
reasons or because of staff reductions 
will be eligible for pensions after ten 
years’ service.

ARMS SUPPLIES TO ARAB 


Israeli Representations 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


Last week’s concerted démarche by 
the Israeli Government in Washington, 
London, and Paris has attracted little 
public attention and no editorial com- 
ment. To some extent this reception 
accords with the Israeli Government's 
own wishes. There was some reluc- 
tance, here and in Tel Aviv, even to 
describe the step as a démarche. 

Officially, Mr. Elath was merely 
making some friendly representations 
to Sir James Bowker, the Assistant 
Under-Secretary of State, when he 
called at the Foreign Office last Friday 
to comment on_ recent Egyptian 
requests for arms. There was a simi- 
lar lack of formality about the repre- 
sentations simultaneously made to the 
State Department and the Quai 
d'Orsay. | 

For all that, the step was more than 
a routine incident. Israel is beginning to 
act the part of a Power in the Middle 
East; admittedly « is a small Power, 
but not a negligible one. Kt is no acci- 
dent that the démarche was made so 
soon after the signing of the reparations 
agreement with Germany. The date was 
carefully chosen to underline the fact 
that. Israel had overcome the worst 
and most urgent of its economic diffi- 
culties and can turn its attention to other 
matters. Of these, the growing rapproche- 
ment between General. Neguib’s Govern- 
ment and the Western Powers is the most 
important. 


No Real Threat 


There is a qualitative difference, in the 


Israeli view, between the new régime in — 


Egypt and the military dictatorship in 
Syria. The difference can be expressed 
briefly by saying that the Syrian régime, 
for all its sabre-rattling, is not taken 
seriously. The suggestion, therefore, that 
Israel’s case can be met by excluding 
Syria from further arms deliveries until 
‘its leaders cease to utter threats, is false. 
Colonel Shishekli’s shaky dictatorship is 
no real threat, save in so far as it may 
involve the whole Arab League in a 
“second round.” 


FROM THE ARAB WORLD 


Cairo—Colonel Shishekli, the Syrian 
Chief-of-Staff and Deputy Premier, 
has, it is reported here, again referred 
to the Palestine question and the 
Syrian attitude to this problem. “As 
‘long as the Arabs still smart under 
the injustices which have befallen the 
Palestinians, it is impossible to bring 
about a stable peace in the Middle 
East,”. he is reported to have said. 


Reports from Damascus state that the 
Syrian Government is to expropriate all 
houses and property owned by Jews who 
have fled to Israel. The income from 
the sade of this property is to be turned 
over to Arab refugees. ; 


Amman—The Jordan Premier, Tawfig 
Abulhuda, whose Government recently 
deposed King Talal on the grounds of 
mental incapacity, has formed a new 
Cabinet. Abulhuda is Prime. Minister, 
Foreign and Defence Minister. His right- 
hand man, Saed el Mufti, who was also a 
member of the previous Cabinet, is now 
Vice-Premier and Minister of the Interior.

The British occupation authorities 
last week released nine Germans serv- 
ing War crimes sentences at Werl Prison, 
as an act of clemency, it is announced 
here by the British High Commission.

In the Bundestag recently Dr. Aden- 
auer, the Chancellor, asked for restraint 
in demands for. the release of war 
criminals. He said that one of the “* Big 
Four’ countries was ‘more than 
reluctant” to ease living conditions for 
Hess and other Nazi war criminals held 
in the four-Power prison at Spandau, 
Berlin, 

Dr. Adenauer advised Germans to use 
intelligence and tact if they wanted to 
help war criminals held by the Western 
Powers. An ulumatum would only 
damage their cause, he said. Not all war 
criminals sentenced by the Allies were 
worthy of grace. There were elements 
among them who would have received 
stiff sentences from any German court,

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SUCCOT 


FROM the solemnities of the Yomim 
Noraim, the Days of Awe, which inaugurate 
the New Year, we now turn to the Festival 
of Succot, the Season of our Rejoicing, 
which begins this evening. This transition 
is reflected in the prayer which the pious 
Jew will utter upon entering the Succah 
to-night: “ May it be Thy will, O Lord my 
God and the God of my fathers, that Thy 
Presence abide among us. Spread over us 
the Tabernacle of Thy peace in recognition 
of the precept-of the Tabernacle which we 
are now fulfilling, and whereby we make 
acknowledgment in reverence and love of 
the unity of Thy holy and blessed Name. 
Keep me in life, O Lord; bestow upon me 
the abundance of Thy blessings; and to 


them that hunger and thirst give bread and 


water unfailingly. O deal graciously with 
us in the decree to which Thou settest Thy 
seal, and make us worthy to dwell ‘many 
days upon the land, the holy land, ever 
serving and fearing Thee.” On Monday last 


we spent the whole day in temporary with-. 


drawal from the workaday world. The 
spiritual exercises of Yom Kippur, how- 
éver, were expressly designed to prepare us 
the better to lead our daily lives during the 


coming year in conformity with prin- 


ciples of the Divine Law. It is only now, 
after the Yomim Noraim are concluded, 
that their elfectiveness can be truly assessed, 
by our continued awareness of the Provi- 
dence which sustains and. guides us amid 
our ordinary tasks and duties. In the Succah 
are symbolised the beauty and fragrance of 


the earth which the Creator has fashioned 


for human use and happiness, and the joy 
and thanksgiving which should mark man’s 
recognition of the Divine goodness. 

For all men everywhere food and shelter 
are primary needs, the satisfaction of which 
ought to evoke the response of gratitude and 
thanksgiving to the Lord of the universe. 
The harvest festival which the Jew celebrates 
in common with his fellows of other faiths, 


however, has an added significance in the ° 
case of our own Feast of the Ingathering. 


It commemorates also the Providence which 
watched over the desert wanderings of our 
ancestors ‘on their way to the Promised 
Land. And this again typifies the miracu- 
lous protection which has ever watched over 
all the wanderings of the children of Israel 
from Biblical days down to this present time. 
More especially at this Succot, few can be 
unmindful of its association with the 
ingathering of the exiles of our own genera- 
tion to the redeemed Land of Israel. 

it is therefore natural enough that the 
restored State of Israel should have revived 
some of the lovely features which belonged 
to this Festival in days of old. Next week, 
during the intermediate days of this Succot 
which immediately follows the conclusion of 
a Sabbatical vear, Jerusalem and Mount 
Zion will again witness the ancient ceremony 
of Hakhel, as enjoined in Deuteronomy xxx, 
1Off. | 

‘At the end of every seven years. in the set 
time of the year of release, in the feast of 
tabernacles, when all Israel is come to appear 
before the Lord thy God im the place which He 


shall choose. thou shalt read this Law before all! - 


Israel! in their hearing. Assemble the people, the 
men and the women and the littl ones, and thy 
Stranger that is within thy gates, that they. may 
hear. and that they may learn, and fear the Lord 
vour God. and observe to do all the words of 


His Law. 

In ancient times this Torah-reading was 
the duty of the king or the high priest. The 
ceremony. on..Monday. next. wall. include the 
assembling of pilgrim groups and triumphal 
processions to escort the Ark containing the 
Scrolls of the Law, from which there will be 
public readings together with prayers for 
world peace. In Kibbutz Yavne also there 
will be a revival, during the intermediate 


days, of Simchat Bet Hashoeva, the joyous 


water-libation ceremony that was formerly 
associated with prayers for rain at this 
season. Such ceremonies give a renewed 
meaning to the words of ancient prophecy : 
“And ye shall draw water in joy from the 


wells of salvation.”

AGUDIST DEFECTION 


THE withdrawal from the Israeli Coalition 
Cabinet of the two Ministers who, in the 
Knesset, represent Agudat Israel and Poale 


Agudat Israel is a tactical measure by those- 


religious parties which is symptomatic of a 
more serious underlying strategic problem. If 
the tactics were meant to embarrass the 
Government by weakening its voting strength 
in the Knesset, then they failed, because, 
although the two sides of the House are now 


divided exactly into the ratio of 60 to 60- 


(instead of the 65-55 of the past year), there 
is not likely to be any vote in which Mr. BEN- 


GURION cannot expect a small majority,. 


drawn from either extreme Right or extreme 
Left, to add to his basic 60. 


The issue on which the two. Ministers, 
Rabbi I. M. Lewin and Rabbi KALMAN 
KAHANA, resigned officially was that of the 


conscription of religious women for national 


service. When the Government was formed 
12 months ago, Mr. BEN-GuRION had agreed 
with the Agudists and Mizrachists that this 
question be held in abeyance for a year. It 
was now proposed, however, to bring for- 
ward an amendment to the National Service 
Law to provide for the enrolment of religious 
women in national service (but not, stressed 
Mr. BeN-GuRIon, the Army). To this, how- 
ever, Rabbis LEWIN and KAHANA responded 
by resigning on the ground of principle. It 
would, incidentally, be attaching a wholly 


undeserved importance to Agudist quarters 


abroad, especially in Europe, to suggest, as 
it has been in some quarters, that it was 
their influence that compelled the resigna- 
tions. It is quite possible. that the ultimate 
result ‘of the Agudist defection will be to 
strengthen. the Coalition by admitting 
into it instead representatives of — the 


“General Zionists’: and perhaps the Progres- 


sives, both parties which have quietly 
extended their influence among the Israelis 
in the past year and both representing a more 
lenient attitude towards private enterprise in 
economics than the dominant Mapai. 


The split emphasises a more serious aspect 
of Israeli life, that of the struggle between 
the Orthodox religious elements and the 
numerically superior “ non-religious.” The 
second ground for the resignations, and the 
one more likely to be enduring, is that of 
the type of education to be provided in the 
country generally. The peculiar “ four- 
system, under which children’s 
education was conducted on party lines, is 
slowly giving way to a realisation that in the 
modern State there should be one basic 
secular curriculum, on to which religious 
education can be added in greater or lesser 
degree by those who wish it. On this, how- 
ever, the Agudists disagree with the Govern- 


ment and insist on a fully religious educa- 


tion everywhere on Orthodox lines. Even a 


minority, in a democratic country, is entitled. 


and allowed to push its views to the best 
of its ability, and the best of its ability would 
have been exercised by the Aguda if, with 
a greater sense of responsibility, it had 


remained in the Government and: argued 


matters out within its walls. As it is, it 
seems to have thrown away the substance 
without even retaining the shadow. 


NEW BIBLE TRANSLATION | 
TRANSLATIONS of the Hebrew Scriptures 
date back as far as the Biblical period itself. 
In the book of Nehemiah is a vivid descrip- 
tion of how the exiles who returned to estab- 
lish the Second Commonwealth, after having 
the Torah read and translated into Aramaic to 
them at the beginning of the New Year, were 
moved to celebrate the Festival of Succot. 
The Targum and the Septuagint were among 
the famous translations of antiquity, and 
throughout the ages the Book of Books has 
been rendered into all the languages of 
humanity. The influence of these versions 
upon the history of all nations has been 
beyond calculation. Particularly this 
country, the English translations of the Old 
Testament and the New Testament—both 
of Jewish origin—have not only beén of 
theological interest but have exerted the 
most profound influence on the course of 
political and social life as well as on litera- 
ture and art. Of outstanding importance 
have been the Authorised Version of 1611 
and the Revised Version of 1885. Despite 
their universally acknowledged merits, how- 
ever, both these versions of the Hebrew 
Scriptures are defective from the Jewish 
point of view, because of Christological 
interpretations and many serious errors in 


(1865-1935). 


scholarship. It was this unsatisfactory 
position which led to the issue in 1917, by 
the Jewish Publication Society of America, 
of “The Holy Scriptures: According to the 
Masoretic Text: A New Translation, with 
the aid of previous Versions and with con- 
stant consultation of Jewish Authorities.” 
This remains the standard version for 
English-speaking Jewry, although, sooner or 
later, the time will certainly come for its 
revision. Meanwhile, modern Christian 
scholarship has also been active. The latest 
English translation, published in London this 
week by Messrs. Nelson, is the “ Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible.” This new 
version marks the completion of 22 years 
of research at Yale University by a group 
of eminent American Protestant scholars. 
We hope to have an early opportunity of 
giving our readers an appraisement of it. 


ZOLA ANNIVERSARY 


Tue fiftieth anniversary of the death of 
Emite (which fell on Sunday last) is 
now being commemorated in France by a 
whole week’s series of ceremonies. This 
celebration, which has the official sponsoring 
of the French Government, began with a 
ceremony at the Panthéon, the national shrine 
to which the ashes of ZOLA were solemnly 
transferréd in 1908. It is as a valiant fighter 
for truth and justice no less than as a great 
novelist that his name is honoured to-day, 
In January, 1898, he published under the title 


“ J’Accuse” his famous open letter to the 


PRESIDENT of the French Republic, in which 
he denounced the antisemites who had 
brought about and were continuing the 
victimisation of Captain ALFRED DREYFUS: 
With undaunted courage challenged 
the entrenched forces of evil and deliber- 
ately courted prosecution in his champion- 
ship of the right. Three times brought 


to trial, he was forced to seek sanctuary 


in. England, where he spent nearly a 
year in exile. His advocacy marked a 
turning-point in the securing of justice, and 
after the vindication of the innocent DREYFUS 
he returned home. Yet such was the per- 
sistence of antisemitism that, when ZoLa’s 


remains were removed to the Panthéon in 


1908, DREYFUS was shot at and wounded by 
an antisemite, Even to-day it is reported that 
the old evil influences have not been com- 
pletely silenced, All the more evident is the 
superb courage shown by ZOLA in 1898, when 
he dared to fight wickedness which was then 
connived at by Government and _ official 
circles. Jews have good reason to share in the 
national tributes now being paid to him by 
hts countrymen. 3

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FILM GENIUS 


Charlie Chaplin. By THEODORE

Mr. Theodore Huff's book 1s a

Of Charles Spencer Chaphn —

tion whether he is or is not of Jewish 
descent cannot be said to have been 
finally settled (although the probability 
seems to be that he is), His own 
evidence on the point is conflicting. 
He has declared: “I am not.a Jew! 
| am a citizen of the world!” But 
this may quite conceivably be inter- 
preted as meaning: “ I regard myself 
as an internationalist rather than as 
a member of the Jewish or any other 
specific people.” It was recorded in 
last week’s JEWISH CHRONICLE that 
Chaplin has, in conversation, admitted 
his Jewish origin. 


Charles was born in London on. 
April 16, 1889; but. official records 


bear no entry under the name Chaplin 
for that date. . According to Mr. Huff 
(not all authorities agree on this point), 
his father came of an anglictsed 
Franco-Jewish family. . His mother 
Hannah (her maiden «name. 1s 
not known). had previously been 
married to a Jewish bookmaker named 
Sidney. Hawkes, from whom she was 
divorced...

Charlie’s early. struggles, his parts. 


as a child in ‘* Sherlock Holmes ” and 
in Peter Pan,” and later the first con- 
siderable -suecess in Fred Karno’s 
“The Mumming Birds,” are familiar 
history.

THE INSPIRATION OF SUCCOT 


ITH the passing of the 
Solemn days of penitence 

and introspection, when the 
minor key dominates the rendering 
of our liturgy, we welcome, with 
Succot, the period of joy and 
renewed hope. It is the festival 
which, when originally enjoined, 
demanded that “ye rejoice before 


the Lord, your God.” It is variously 


referred to in scripture the 
“ Festival of Ingathering” or the 
“Festival to the Lord” or simply 
as “ The Festival.” Its very name, 
therefore, is indicative of its charac- 
ter. It is the season for religious 
festivity when the heart which was 
so recently weighed down by’ the 
burden of self-recrimination can 
now feel the exultation which 
accompanies the sense of wellbeing. 


Spirit of Hopefulness 
To the pagan of antiquity this was 
a period of foreboding and gloom, 
for it marked the approach of 
winter and he was conscious of the 


skies overcast with the thick clouds - 


soon to bring the heavy rains. The

_ It is this attitude of mind, stimu- 
lated by his religious sense, which 
makes the Jew distinctive both in 
his religious belief and his worship. 
He who could so recently throw 
himself upon God’s mercy and pray 
fervently for the gift of. life, can 
now display his complete confidence 
in his Maker. 

The temporary residence in the 
Succah is the clear indication of this 
supreme sense of optimism. It is the 
covering which must be temporary 
and, states the .Din, it must be so 
“Its light is greater than its shade.” 
If these words mean anything they 
are eloquent testimony to the overall 
religious concept which. the Festival 
purports to convey. For Judaism, 
truly understood, is a vehicle of light ; 
it. dispels the gloom of man’s self- 
devised depression. Hence the. fre- 
quent references to the “light of the 
commandment” and the happiness 
which, can be derived from the true 
performance of one’s religious obli- 
gations. 


Festival of Joy 


It is, however, through the medium 
of historical memory that one gains a 
true appreciation of the joy which 
accompanies the Festival of Succot. 
In Temple times it was the most popu- 
larly acclaimed of all the three pil- 


-grimage festivals. It was during Succot 


that. the inhabitants of Jerusalem and 
those who made the journey to the 
Temple indulged in the greatest. fes- 
tivity of. the year, the = Mav 


“the celebration of the 
drawing of the water.” The Talmud 
records (Succah $1) the thrill of excite- 
ment which. swept through the city 
during this period; the exultant sing- 
ing of songs of praise and thanks- 
giving as a torchlight procession 
wound its way through the streets ; 
the brilliantly lit houses and the spirit 
of good will which was displayed by 
all those who participated in the cele- 
bration. So intense was the rejoicing, 
records the Mishna, that the anony- 
mous author was moved to assert: 
“ He who never saw the rejoicing of 
the drawing of the water has never 
seen joy his life.” 


Event of National Importance 


The celebrations of those ancient 


_ davs were accompanied by an event of 


national importance. Once 
seven years a great assembly. fore- 
gathered in the courtvard of the 
Temple, during Succot, there. to hear 
the king recite publicly certain pas- 
sages from the Book of Deuteronomy. 
That too was a moving occasion, for 
as well as indicating that the head of 
the State was not exempt from. the 
strict performance. of his religious 
duties, his recital lent an air of joyful 
solemnity to the celebration of the 
festival. | 
With the destruction of the Temple 
and the cessation of. pilgrimages to 
Jerusalem there developed . a new 
mental attitude to the celebration of 
Succot, Memories. of past glories 
were retained by creating a spiritual 
bond of association with the ancient 
centre of worship. The praverful and 
jovful circuits of the altar with the 
Ftrog and-Lulav were replaced. by 
similar circuits of the svnagogue. The 
colourful Arba Minim used in Temple 
worship. and which once may have 


every 


= 


symbolised the fertility of and Israel's 
attachment to the sotl, continued in 
use, but were variously interpreted to 
symbolise Kelal Yisrael. To the 
authors of the Midrash they. repre- 
sented the various types of Jews who 
joined in prayer and worship. Just as 
the four species of vegetation varied 
in their content of and Re ach, 
which to the rabbis represented the 
possession of Torah and goodly deeds, 
so Israe] as a whole comprised various 
elements of the good, the bad. and the 
indifferent. But all, without exception, 
were to be considered as integral parts 
of the House of Jacob. 

One aspect of Jewry's historical 
memory, however, finds itself 
expressed in the Aaftara of the first 
day of Succot. Past glories and forms 
of celebration are overcast by the 
memory of the tragic chapters of his- 
tory. In attempting to maintain, and 
even relive, the spirit of ancient cele- 
brations, One is reminded of the con- 
flrcts which have marred our happiness 
and which are symbolised in the |ife- 
and-death struggle of Gog and Magog, 
as recorded in the Book of Zechariah. 

Prophetic Vision 

The celebration of Succot has a 
distinct bearing upon this theme too. 
For the prophet visualised. the after- 
math of that test of strength and 
foresaw the dav when the new 
Jerusaiem would recapture its ancient 
glory.. The nations which had heen 
affected by that struggle would unite 
to celebrate a-new festival of thanks- 
giving when they “shall go up year 
by year to worship the King. the Lord 
of Hosts, and to keep the festival of 
Tabernacles.” The as sits 
in his succah and considers the Provi- 
dence which has sustained him. can 
permit himself to dream of the succat 


shalom, the tabernacle of peace, which 


he shal! share with all God's creatures 
when they turn their gaze heavenward 


and accept the yoke of the kingdom of 


heaven.

Jacos Epstein 


NE of the. characteristic 
traits of the British way of 
appreciating the visual arts 
is the kabit we have of looking at 
them, so to speak, round the corner. 
We take many of our pleasures 
vicariously, but none more so than 
painting and sculpture. An artist 
whose work may express the least, 


but which ts the most able to release - 
floods of literary mumbo-jumbo, 1s . 


the artist we automatically take 
most readily to our hearts. A 
master, technically 
equipped, genuinely inspired, and 


full of brilliant achtevement, seems 


too much for us~we just cannot 
stand the glare. a

It is paradoxical that. Jacob 
Epstein, master of the bold gesture 
and the wide vision, should have 
been for’ so long the victim of so 
much pettiness’ on the part of 
writers, art committees, local coun- 
cils, and the rest. The stupid afiair 
of the mutilated Strand © statues 
scandalised the cultivated nearly 
half a century ago, and since then 
smaller men than the artist have not 
neglected to punctuate the years 
with numerous demonstrations of a 
Lilliputian attitude. Even as late 
as last year, when the sculptor had 
generously offered one of his most 
splendid bronzes--the haunting 
Lucifer figure—to the Tate Gallery, 
they reacted by unanimously reject- 

For Londoners, the knife is being 
twisted in this galling wound this 
month, since they are able to glimpse 
for a while, in the exhibition at the 
Tate itself, thanks to the kindness of 
the more discerning directors of the 
Birmingham Art Gallery, what might 
have been a permanent and honoured 
feature of their own artistic life. Yet 
judging by the generous and thought- 
ful introduction in the catalogue of 
the Tate show by Philip James, it 
would seem that the powers-that-be 
have decided to be less grudging in 


their recognition of 
greatness in. their 
midst, 

It has been neces- 
sary to touch briefly 
upon the circum- 
stances of Epstein’s 
reception. this 
country jn order to 
‘gain a fuller appre- 
ciation. of his 
unique character 
and personality. 
Despite ample and 
repeated. provoca- 
tion, he. has not 
become bitter 
man—he himself 
explains. that. he 
saves his energy for 
his’ Work, and, in- 
deed, it 1s abund- 
antly clear that 
this is simple 
Statement of truth. 
That is not to say 
that Epstein ts not 
a fighter—a pungent wit and a 
schoiarly knowledge of his subject 
combine 
opponent, whether in the shelter of 
the studio or in the correspondence 
columns of THE TIMES. 

An irresistible humanity has been 
the quality dominating his whole way 
of life, and it is reflected over and 
over again in his work. 
mised in the tremendous conception 
he is at present realising in his studio: 
a group of bronze figures standing 
thirteen feet high, destined for Phila- 
delphia. The figures so far com- 
pleted are informed with a marvellous 
sense of compassion and strength. 

Epstein must be accounted one of 
the most hospitable of people, and the 
privileged guest at Hyde Park Gate 
senses his easy-going charm, which 
in no way detracts from the greatness 
of the artist. This greatness is mani- 
fest im a curiously negative way; a 
gentle exterior suggests only occa- 
sionally the dynamo within which is 
released the apocalyptic splendours of 
his inspiration. Physically strong, as 
befits a carver of stone, with a burli- 
ness not concealed by clothes chosen 
for comfort rather than elegance, he 
rarely raises his voice in conversation.

himself has experimented with many 
varying forms. of expression, not 
excluding a brief abstract period, but 
he has always enriched his own. per- 
sonal style by these esthetic excur- 
sions, which were never undertaken in 
a spirit of sensationalism. — He has 
some. uncompromising things to say 
about certain contemporary novelty 
merchants whom he has well described 
as ~ shadows of shadows.” 

if one has seen his unforgettably 
“ Esther, Rem- 
brandtesque “ Einstein,” or any of the 
superb studies of children, whom he 
adores, it becomes clear that Epstein 
is one of the most observant of men, 
capable of expressing the tenderest 
and most noble emotions. His genius 
as a portraitist is such that he is able 
to adapt his whole impressive technical 
armoury exactly to suit the particular 
sitter. Thus we find him at his most 
splendidly pompous in the “ Marl- 
borough,” extravagantly abandoned 
in the “Isabel,” poetic for the subtle 
“ Girl with the Gardenias,” and bril- 
liantly heavy-handed for the amor- 
phous lump of the “ Bevin” head. 

The. first comprehensive show of 
Epstein’s work being held, as has been 


Epstein 


said, at the Tate Gallery, gives us 
a welcome opportunity of following 
the gradual development of the sculp- 
tors search for ‘perfect expression, 
from. his early work in New York's 
Fast Side, where he was born. to his 
three years’ classical training in Paris 
at- the beginning of this century, 
and on to the sculpture carried out 
in this country, his eventual home. 

* * * 

It would be difficult to say that his 
Jewishness has. particularly affected 
Epstein’s work in any way, except that 
his early years in Hester Street, on 
New York's East Side, were passed 


at a time. when a ferment of inspira- 


tion was. seizing the Jewish intel- 
lectuals there, and he himself spent 
long hours..in Central Park absorbed 
in the reading of the Old Testament 
(and Russian. novels'). The Biblical 
influence in his work has strongly per- 
sisted, however, and he exhibited. a 
really notable series of pen and wash 
drawings, illustrating the great stories 
in the Old Testament, in London in 
February, 1932. In his sculptures, 
however, he has apparentiy. found 
more inspiration in such New Testa- 
ment figures as the Madonna and 
Lazarus. His parents, shopkeeper 
immigrants* from Poland, prospered, 
but they foresaw no greatness in 
their son's constant drawing. This 
drawing, however, ultimately led him 
to Paris, for it..was on the fee 
he got for illustrating a small book, 
Hutchins Hapgoods “Spirit of the 
Ghetto.” that he was able to cross 
the Atlantic to study at the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts. Paris. which. almost 
irresistibly attracts all artists, failed 
with Epstein, perhaps because he per- 
sonally witnessed the disgraceful anti- 
semitic demonstrations that attended 
the funeral of Emilie Zola, the defender 
of Dreyfus. 


* * * 


In his. seventy-second year, Epstein 
is at the top of his form-—indeed. as 
with sO many great artists before him, 
his work seems to become more and 
more impressive as the years go by. 
Next vear will be Coronation year, and, 
up to the present. there is no portrait 
of Her Majesty the Queen which has 
been distinguished by really outstand- 
ing artistic merit. The mind's eye, 
therefore, conjures up an impressive, 
sensitively modelled bronze portrait 
by Epstein of Her Majesty, crowned 
and robed in Coronation regalia, It 
is a challenging picture’

The Social Service and Welfare 
Committee of the Leeds B'nai B'rith 
Lodge contributed a paper entitled 
“ The Requisites of a Ben B'rith” as 
a basis of discussion at a meeting of 
the Lodge last week. 

Some of the answers to the question 
‘What should be required of a person 
before he can become a member of the 
Lodge ?"’ were: He should be a Jew. 
He should be a member of a synagogue. 
He should be able to show that he has 
acted and is acting honourably in his 
business, commercial, indusirial, pro- 
fessional, and working life. He should be 
a contributor to charitable causes. He 
Should be active on the executive com- 
mittee of one of the communal organi- 
sations (having one’s name on a list of 
members of the committee is not suffi- 
cient). He should participate in the work 
for Israel Gif only by the minimum effort 
of contributing to Zionist funds). He 
should have some knowledge of Jewish 
history, Jewish law, Jewish literature, the 
Talmud, and the Shulchan Aruch. 

The activities required of a Ben B'rith, 
once he is a member, were also outlined 
in the paper. which, afterwards, was

Writing in Socrat Creprr in 1938 Major 
“the outstanding 
characteristic of the Jewish race was 
parasitism,”’ He did not believe, he said, 
that the solution of the Jewish problem 
was possible “so long as the only solu- 
tion agreeable to the Jews themselves 
was that they shall be the dominating 
race. Until this complex, associated with 
Messianism, is disposed of, their many 
brilliant abilities are a menace to any 
organisation whether national or other- 
wise, in which they are allowed to acquire 
a vested interest.” 

In 1939 he prophesied the Zionist 
State in Palestine ‘‘as a geographical 
centre of world control.”

“In connection with his endowment of 
University Chairs for 
International Relations, I received from 
him an intimation of this desire and ‘a 
request for my help. I met him at Cannes 
for this purpose and discussed the maiter 
with him for two days. Sir Montague 
desired at first to endow ten Chairs in 
both subjects combined, but he accepted 
my advice to keep the subjects separate, 
choosing one subject or the other for 
each University considered. I had. the 
privilege of sitting on two University 
Cemmittees in this country to appoint 
Burton Professors, and to be Chairman. of 
the Hebrew University Commitice for a 
similar purpose. He founded Chairs in 
Industrial Relations at Leeds, Cardiff, and 


Cambridge; and in [nternational Rela- | 


tions at the Hebrew. University of Jeru- 
salem (Chaim Weizmann Chair, held by 
Professor Norman Bentwich), Oxford and 
London. He desired to found Chairs at 
Edinburgh and Dublin in order to get 
every part of Great. Britain associated 
with his ideals for peace, but for various 
reasons. decided not to proceed wih 
these. 

‘He endowed a Lectureship at Not- 
tingham, a number of Bialik Scholarships 
at the Hebrew University, a Hebrew Lec- 
tureship at Leeds, and many other annual 
Lectureships, including that at Leeds, 
where the late American Ambassador, 
Mr. S. .Winant, gave the first address 
with a noteworthy statement about the 
Jewish victims of Nazism, 

“In his Zionism he was. a particular 
admirer of Dr. Chaim Weizmann and of 
the great Hebrew poet, Bialik. 

* His death is'a national loss both to 
Britain and to Israel, and a loss to world 
Jewry.”

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POLITICS IN ISRAEL 
_ Effect on Education 


To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE 


Sir, —I have read in your last week’s 
issue what Sir Leon Simon had to 
say on the excesses of political parti- 
sanship in Israel, which, according to 
Sir Leon, extends even to the sphere 
of education. 

I do not think that the remedy of a 
“larger influx of people who had 
been brought up in the English tradi- 
tion... could be greatly effective 
as a counterbalance to the narrow, 
mutually hostile factionalism which 
prevails to-day in Israel.” For even 
if 250,000 people from Britain went 
to Israel (which ts unlikely in the near 
future), 4 doubt very much. whether 
this would be a “ counterbalance ” in 
a population of over a million. In 
any case most of the immigrants 
would not know enough Hebrew at 
first to make their influence felt. 

- Quite apart from the difficulty of 
getting enough people who have been 
imbued with the British way of life 
to emigrate to Israel, I see no reason 
why .we. should interfere with the 
Isracli way of life. Can we be sure 
that the British way of life. or. for 
that matter, any other way of life, is 


necessarily better than Israel's way of . 


Ife? Is the two-party system - the 
best political system there is ? 

I also do not see why new immi- 
grants should come’ specially to Israel 
to be “ trained for positions of leader- 
ship.’ Surely. there’ are enough 
potential leaders in Israel (in kibbut- 
zim, etc.) who could be trained, if 
need be. for this purpose. 

Finally... when one considers that 
many other countries have still not 
been able to free their educational 
system from politics, then I think we 
should not be too severe in our criti- 
cism of the educational system of the: 
new State of Israel. IT have no doubt 
that in the vears to come education 


will be divorced from politics in Israel, —

ARE STUDENT SOCIETIES NECESSARY ? — 


A Liverpool Rejoinder 
To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
From Dr, MERVYN GOODMAN 


Sir.—The invective of Mr. Donald 
B. Williams in your columns. last 
week will create a false impression 
of Jewish student societies if it is 
allowed to go unchallenged. The 
letter infers that student societies are 
totalitarian oligarchies run solely for 


the benefit of the executives. The. 


Liverpool Jewish Student Society, for 
example, has worked very hard since 
1946 for charity ; over £800 has been 
sent to the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem, over £300 was sent to the 
Magen David Adom, and such funds 
as the Anti-T.B. League, the J.N.F., 
and the J.P.A. have not been neg- 
lected. Jewish students who are in 
financial difficulties are informed of 
organisations which can help them, 
but, of course, this is one of the activi- 
ties of a society which cannot. be 
publicised. 

In 1947 the Liverpool J.S.S._ pre- 
sented to the Merseyside Jewish 


.Representative Council detailed, 


factual report of Jewish education on 
Merseyside. Mr. Williams mentioned 
machers {sic} “ inviting distinguished 
guest speakers in order to assist them 
in their, future careers.” This is little 
thanks to the hard workers who suc- 
cessfully obtain. speakers, and he 
should be grateful to those who give 
of their free time in order to address 


_ the societies. 


The LU.J.F. week-end schools, at 
which a particular Jewish society is 
host to néighbouring societies, is yet 
another facet which was ignored. The 
gathering together of groups of Jewish 
students for cultural and social activi- 
ties, both of which are well attended, 
can only. benefit that section of the 
community of which Mr. Williams is 
a member but whose collective activi- 
ties he chooses to deprecate. 

Mr. Hyatt (in. your September 19 
issue) pointed out that of 116 Jewish 
graduates of London University only 
12 were members of the Jewish 
Society. A group of 104 must form 
an influential block, even in London, 
and your correspondent would do 
well to set an example by encouraging 
such people to join Jewish student 
societies: he may not be elected 
Chairman in his first term but his 
work will not go unnoticed.

Reasons for Small Membership 


Sir,—-As one of the machers to 
whom Mr. Williams refers in his letter 
published in your issue of last week, 
1 cannot help detecting a note of 
bitterness which is hardly consonant 
with the season of the year. However, 
secing that he goes on to say, in effect, 
that non-machers are as bad as 
machers—except. that machers are a 
bit worse—I should, I suppose. feel 
a little mollified. 

I am not well acquainted with the

state of affairs in provincial Jewish 


societies, but if the description of 
them given by Mr. Williams be 
correct, I am afraid that the analogy 
will not serve to explain why rela- 


_ tively few London Jewish students are 


members of the University of London 
Jewish Union Society—a fact upon 
which my friend Mr. A. Hyatt com- 
mented in your issue of September 19. 


The U.L.J.U.S., I am glad to say, 
is continuing strongly, with attendances 
at our Sunday evening meetings quite 
frequently topping the, 100 mark in 
non-examination periods. For next 
term we have a very full. and interes- 
ting programme arranged, and another 
issue of our magazine “The Lon- 
doner ~ will shortly be appearing. 

The reasons for the relatively small 
U.L.J.U.S.~-apart 
from whatever intrinsic defects may 


-exist—are fourfold: 


(1). Many students come to 
U.L.J.U.S. meetings and attend its 
various functions without bothering 
to become members, so that the mem- 
bership list is not a sufficient criterion 


of the strength of the society. 


(2) The U.L.J.U.S. suffers from not 
having accommodation suitable for a 
student society. What is needed is 
some form of Common Room where 
students can meet during the day-time, 
and perhaps even take their meals 
together. This is Why the B'nai B'rith 
scheme of establishing a student house 
in London is so welcome here. 


(3) The society shares with the 
University generally a certain lack of 
cohesion due to’ the distances between 
the various colleges and the fact that 
so many of the students live far away 
from the University centre. 


(4) The U.L.J.U‘S. differs from other 
university Jewish societies in that 
although it is the Union Jewish 
Society of the University, many 
individual colleges have their own 
societies, and students are reluctant to 
join both. Means to remedy this 
position are being considered, and in 
this connection I would like to refer 
to the letter of Mr. Aron Vecht, the 
Secretary of the Council of College 
Representatives, also published last 
week. | 


Council is a committee of the 
U.L.J.U.S. and that one of its princi- 
pal aims, which should be specifically 
mentioned, is that of keeping the 
individual college societies, and Jewish 
students in London who are unable 
to become members of such societies, 
fully informed as to the functions and 
activities of the U.L.J.U.S.

Sir—The outburst by Mr. D. B. 

Wiliams in your issue of last week. is 
typical of the attitude of many of our 
present-day Jewish students who 
believe it clever to sneer at their own 
societies and the people running them. 
One is led to ask what the point of 
his tirade of abuse was. To offer 
constructive criticism ? But there was 
not one helpful suggestion in the 
whole letter—unless, of Course, one 
considers it original to propose that 
the machers should provide activities 
of interest to the members! 
_Mr. Williams must surely have 
heard (even if he has not attended the 
meetings to find out for himself) that 
the machers are elected by and from 
the members of a society ; and that, 
surprisingly enough, students do turn 
up to meetings even though they have 
not been elected to the executive. 

It is, however, his closing remarks 
which demand the closest attention. 
In a sweeping generalisation he asserts 
that if the societies cannot attract a 
higher proportion of members than at 
present, they should go out of exis- 
tence. This is obviously nonsense. In 
my opinion one of the main purposes 
of a Jewish students’ society is to 
enable Jewish students to meet each 
other—and this aim is fulfilled if they 
attend even the freshers’ tea, dances, 
week-end schools, and° summer 
schools. I personally know several 
members of the Liverpool society, 
who, prior to attending university, had 
never mixed with other Jewish people 
at all, 

In any case nobody has any right 
to suggest that those students who do 


It should be made clear that the 


enjoy the activities of a Jewish society 
should be deprived of them because 
there are others who, for reasons ol 
their own, do not themselves wish to 


participate. Surely this is a clear case.

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NEW TREND IN SOVIET LITERATURE 


: FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


OR the first time in the history 

of Soviet literature two novels 
have been published in which 
the Jewish protagonists are shown 
only in a bad light. No effort has 
been made, as was the custom 
before the war, to restore the 
balance by showing together with 
these” asocial figures other and 
more sympathetic Jewish characters. 
The appearance of these books 
cannot be ascribed to ignorance or 
neglect by the official authorities, 
since the books were first published 
iy the central literary monthlies 
OxTYABR and ZVYEZDA. The first 
of these novels, ~ Zurbiny, is by 
the well-known writer Kochetov. 
In accordance with the usual recipe 
it. contains, In addition to. the 
required number of workers’ heroes, 
two “negative” characters, Sokolov, 
a somewhat crazy and lazy engineer, 
and the 40-year-old Jewish head 
of the factory club, Benyamin 
Semyonovich, who is shown as a 
humbug. 


Inspiration and Obstruction. 


While Sokolov, inspired by. the 
general enthusiasm for work, finally 
makes amends and becomes a uset ul 
citizen, Semyonovich obstructs the 
activities of the club. He avoids 
work and merely cheats. Through 


humbug and empty phrases—sup- 


posed to indicate that he has been 


contaminated with cosmopolitanism = 
—he seduces a young girl and, when... 


she is pregnant, runs away. — Pre- 
viously he had failed to pay the 
appropriate allowance to his. wife, 
from whom he ts separated, ; 
Even more significant is Bubennov’s 


novel. “Fhe. White Birch.” which 
deals with. the last: war.’ Here an 
entire regiment. consists of. heroes 


dreaming only of. halting the retreat 
and defeating the enemy. The only 
exception is Rubin, employed in the 
regiments stores .depot. 
soldiers fight Rubin cannot be 
bothered to see that they get their food 
supplies. Here is a typical example 
of the dialogue between Rubin and 
ms colonel: shall

the advanced positions—aren't vou 
Capable of serving in the front line ? ’ 
“No.” “It looks to me as though 
you could lead platoon—vou're 
healthy enough.”

Neither Benyamin Semvonovich nor 
Rubin are openly called Jews any- 
where in these books, yet indirectly jit 
is made quite clear that they are 
Jewish. 
These are not the only books pub- 
lished in recent years in which there 
are Jewish protagonists. After the 
war Azhanov received a Stalin Prize 
for his novel “Far From Moscow, 
describing the sacrifices and devotion 
of Russians engaged in building a 
pipe-line during the war. The 
has two, important Jewish characters. 
One is Katz. the Party secretary who 
lived only for his. men. For. him 
the only joy in life was to fulfil. the 


tasks: set. by the Party... The other 


Jewish character is Liberman. <a 
shabby and rather suspicious. person 
also working in a stores depdt. Liber- 
man was always cracking jokes, but he 
cared little about supplying food and 
clothing to workers, and his transac- 
ions. were not always -above-board. 
Yet eventually: he, too; -becomes an 
ideal worker. 


Fate of the Jews 


What is lacking in Soviet novels is 
descriptions of the fate of Jews in 
German-occupied Russia; These 
could not hurt the Government, which 
at that time did:evervthing to combat 
antisemitism, but they would -show 
how wrong were the official reports 
thaf during the occupation the entire 
Soviet population behaved admirably. 


‘Since certain sections of the popula- 


tion, particularly” in the Ukraine, 
helped the Germans. to exterminate 
the Jews, authors prefer to avoid. the 
topic completely. 

It is. true that in one novel On 
the activities of the partisans:1in the 


Crimea-there are descriptions of the. 


massacres Of partisans and Jews by 
the local Tartars... Ehrenburg, 


too. in his novel, “ The Storm,” tries 


to describe the liquidation of the Jews 
in Kiev. Yet his effort is only half- 
One can imagine the author 
finding it difficult to reconcile .Party

heroes perish in the book and thus in 
its sequel——a novel just published and 
called “ The Ninth Wave “—Ehren- 
burg no longer needs to deal with this 
awkward topic. 

Perhaps the only real exception 
among Soviet authors is the Latvian 
writer W. Lacis. who also wrote a 
novel called “The Storm” and 
another entitled “To.a New Shore,’ 
both of which received Stalin Prizes. 
Dealing with Latvia under Nazi occu- 
pation he devotes much space to the 
fate of the Jews. He does not spare the 
Latvian murderers, and he accuses 
the middle class of collaborating 
with the Germans in the extermination 
of the Jews. He quotes examples of 
co-operation between the Latvian 
Para-military groups, the Aisargs, and 
the S.S. in rounding up Jews in. the 
forests. murdering children: etc... His 
description of the fate of the famils 
Natanson in Libava (Lepaia). is most 
moving. 

This. however, was the only nove! 
to devote much space to the Jews, 
For some time now the Jewish prob- 
lem and the very word “ Jewish” ‘has 
been carefully avoided by the Soviet 
press, In the recently . published 
Philosophical Dictionary,” edited by. 


a Mr. M. Rosenthal, the chapter on 


racialism contains no mention of anti- 


semitism, 


In view. of this obviously. inspired 
campaign of omission, the. sudden 
appearance of two books with onl, 
Jewish characters 1s 
more striking and perhaps syniptoma- 
tic,. Before the war both Russian and’ 
Jewish papers would immediately have 
discussed this issue... But the ‘Russian 
critics -have only praise for the books 
and there are no Jewish papers to rajse 
the matter.

Jewish Cookery 


FOR SUCCOT 
Stuffed Cabbage Leaves 


Ten large cabbage leaves: cooked rice, 
| teacupful; .raw minced beef, Ib.; 
grated onion, | tablespoonful; concen- 
trated tomato purée, 2 ‘tablespoonfuls; 
sultanas, 2 oz.; brown. sugar; lemon 
juice; salt; pepper; water. 

Pour boiling water over the cabbage 
leaves, leave for’S minutes, then drain. 
Mix the meat. rice, and. grated onion 
and season with salt and pepper... Put a 
portion in the centre of each cabbage 
leaf. roll up “so that the filling 1s com- 
pletely covered. Place the rolls in a 
large saucepan; add the tomato purée, 
the sultanas, 2 tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
the jurce of a lemon (or 2 or 3. table- 
spoonfuls. of vinegar), and just sufficient 
water to cover. Season: with salt and 
pepper, Cover closely. and cook over a 
gentle heat. for .2 hours, 

The amount. of sugar and lemon juice 
used: can be adjusted: to suit individual 
tastes; and. this can be cooked ina 
covered casserole in the oven if preferred. 


Apple Strudel 

Flour, 4° ‘warm water, about 
1 pt.: cooking oil, 2 tablespoonfuls; 
breadcrumbs, 1 tablespoonful; apples, 
1 Ib.; currants, 2 tablespoonfuls; mar- 
garine, 2 oz.: one small egg: brown 
sugar, lemon juice, a few almonds. 

Sieve flour in a basin with a pinch of 
salt, beat up the egg. add the oil, and 
pour into the middie of the flour, 
together with a little warm. water; do 
not put all the water in to Start with. 
It depends on the size of the egg and 
dryness of the flour how much. will be 
needed. Mix with a fork, then knead 
with the hand very thoroughly to a soft, 
pliable dough that does not stick to the 
hands or bowl. Leave on. the pastry 
board, cover with a.warm_ basin. for 
half an hour. Stretch a clean cloth over 
the table, sprinkle well. with flour, put 
the pastry in the middle: roll it out-and 
pull it with the hands until 1 1s almost 
thin enough to see through. 

Pecl the apples and cut into very thin 
pieces: brown the breadcrumbs in.a tittle 
margarine. Mix them with the apples, 
cleaned currants..and a few. chopped 
almonds. Sprinkle with brown sugar, 
and flavour. with lemon. juice. Spread 
over the pastry and sprinkle with melted 
margarine. Raise one side of the cloth 
and roll. the pastry and apple like a 
roly-poly.”’ Form. into crescént, 
place on a greased baking tin, brush with 
margarine, -and bake for about 40 


minutes. Start in a. hot oven--480° — 
and when- lightly browned reduce.. to 
m ode rate.

David was thrilled when, at mid-— 


night, he saw the gates of the Temple 
thrown open and the. altar being 
prepared for the burnt offering. The 
ime until the ordinary morning sacri- 
hee was occupied by the priests in 
examining the various offerings. for 
that day. While the morning sacrifice 
| Was being prepared, a priest, accom- 
panied by a joyous procession, went 
down, with musical accompaniment, 
0 the Poo} of Siloam, whence he drew 
walter into a golden pitcher—at the 


Same time as this procession. started 
to Siloam another went Motza in 
the Kedron Valley, and brought back 
willow branches. They fixed these 
branches on either side of the altar 
of burnt offering. so as to form a leafy 
canopy, and as they did so, the blasts 
of the priests’ trumpets rolled out. 
‘The ordinary sacrifice was offered. 
and the priest who had gone ‘to 
Siloam returned just as it was finished. 
David watched him enter by the 
* Water-Gate,” welcomed by a three- 
fold blast from the trumpets. The 
priest turned to the left where there 
were two. silver basins with small 
holes. Into one was poured the wine 
of the drink offering, and as ‘the priest 
was about to pour the water from 
Siloam into the other, David was 
amazed to hear the people shout: 
Raise. thy: hand.” David's father 
explained that the priest had to show 
he really poured the water ; for, once, 
Alexander Jannaeus, Maccabean King- 
priest, had contemptuously poured the 
water on the ground, and the people. 
enraged, had pelted him with. their 
Etrogim. and would have killed him 
had not his soldiers interfered. 


Singing the Hallel 


Now that the pouring of the wine 
and the water was-completed, David 
heard the Temple music begin. The 
Hatiel was sung to the accompani- 
ment of flutes: As they sang “O 
give thanks unto the Lord,” all the 
worshippers shook their. Lulavim 
towards the altar. (On the seventh day 
~-Hashana Rabba—the people went 
round the altar seven times, in remem- 
brance of how the walls of Jericho 
fell at the seventh circuit.) 

With his father, David jomed the 
other worshippers and descended to 
the Court of the Women. A. lovely 
sight met their eyes: four golden can- 
delabra’ were there, each with four 
golden bowls, and four young sons of 
the priests stood. by to refill each 
bow! with oi when necessary. Jerusa- 
lem was lit up. by the light. The 
people danced with .flaming torches 
in their hands, and sang hymns and 
songs of praise. 
harps. lutes, cymbals, and trumpets, 


stood on the. fifteen steps which led 


from the Court of Israel to that of 
the Women. 

David was sorry when on the after- 
noon. of the seventh day of the feast, 
the people. began to ‘remove the 
Succahs.. It had been such a happy 
celebration ; but now it was time. to 
return home.

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SAFEGUARDING RIGHTS OF MINORITIES 
United Nations Recommendation

NEw YORK 

A Persian resolution calling for the 
safeguarding of the rights of minori- 
ties in the preparation of international 
treaties providing for the establishment 
of new States or frontier rectifications 
was approved this week by the United 
Nations Sub-Commission on the Pre- 


vention of Discrimination and the 
Protection of Minorities, now in 


session here. 

The Polish delegate, Mr. J. Winiewicz, 
had carlicr demanded sweeping measures 
to end discrimination through the aboh- 
tion of discriminatory legisiation. 

He alleged that the authors of. the 
Nuremberg Laws were returning to power 
in Germany and that in Austria property 
siolen from Jews was being expropriated 
to please former Nazis, Mr. Winiewicz 
admiticd that there was antisemiusm in 
Poland. but claimed that, .because -the 
propagation of race hatred was forbidden, 
ui was the antisemites, and not the Jews, 
who had cause to be afraid. 

The British and American. delegates 


called for a constructive approach in the - 


consideration of practical proposals. sub- 
mitted by Briain and other members of 
the Sub-Commiussion. They include a 
recommendation to. the Human. Rights 
Commission that it approve the Sub- 
Cammission’s definition of minorities; 
and a proposal that the Commission’s

Canadian Order-in-Council

The Canadian Cabinet has approved 
an anti-discrimination clause to. be 
inserted in all Federal Government 
contracts. 

An  Order-in-Council issued here last 
week Specifically forbids. racial or reli- 
gious discrimmation in employment by 
contractors supplying goods or: services 
to the Government. The Order makes 
it ilegal such contractors to 
discriminate against employees, or refuse 
a person work because of race, colour, 
religion. or country of origin. 

Vio'ation. of this clause will be 
regarded as a breach of contract. The 
Ministry of Labour will decide what -con- 
discrimination. Firms said to 
have violated the Order will have. the 
right to appeal to the courts.

It was intoler- 
able, he said, naturalised. citizens 
should be subjected to laws and penalties 
different from. those that applied to 
native-born Americans He proposed that 
350,000 immigrants be admitted cach year 
“according to individual worth. rather 
than national pedigree.”

Israel had asked for military aid 
from America a few weeks ago and 
was sull awaiting a reply, Mr. Aubrey 
Eban, Israeli Ambassador the 
U.S.A., stated on his arrival at Lydda 
on Sunday.

The. future of the centre was among 
the causes of friction between the Govern- 
ment and Agudist leaders, which culmin- 
ated im the resignation of the Agudists 
from the Government. 

Although the Bet Hakerem school is 
not one of their institutions the reli- 
gious parties considered that the Educa- 
tion Minister's suggestion that it be 
attached to the Hebrew University was 
a move to destroy the trend system in 
education and a violation of the agree- 
ment made with Mapai when the Govern- 
ment was formed that the status quo on 
educational matters would be maintained 
for two years.
